REPORTER S REFLECTIONS - 
It’s fair time in Illinois. 
Fairs Uk e the Illinois State Fair 
and the 103 cou nty fairs which will 
he held this y ear hav e a long line­ 
age. 
Basically they are an o utgro wth 
o f fairs held during the Middle 
Ages which were religio us festi­ 
v als that co mbined religio n, trade 
and amusement. 
Changing p atterns of commerce 
and the decline of the religiou s em­ 
p hasis of these fairs are credited 
for the decline of them. 
Some 200 y ears ago in England, a 
nearer relaUv e to ou r agricu ltu ral 
fairs, was p romoted to help agricu l­ 
tu re throu gh a difficu lt p eriod and 
to assist in sp reading information on 
methods of imp rov ing the indu stry . 
Similar societies to help farmers 
in the early United States who liv ed 
in remote p arts were started and 
inclu ded su ch men as George Wash­ 
ington and Benjamin Frank lin among 
their p romoters. 
Ho wev er, it was In 1804 befo re 
the 
first successful 
agricultural 
fair was held in the U. S., but in­ 
terest waned and it was 1810 in 
Pittsfield, Mass., that the first 
fair was held that to o k ho ld. It 
was a simple cattle sho w o rgan­ 
ized by lo cal farmers. 
The idea sp read and thou gh ex 
p eriencing u p s and downs the fairs 
as we k now them hav e become a 
p art of ou r way of life. 
In Illinois, a state agricu ltu ral so- 
ciety was formed in 1819 which last­ 
ed sev en y ears. It took another at­ 
temp t to get the state fair on the 
road. 
The Illinois Agricu ltu ral Society 
was organized in 1853 and held a 
fair at Sp ringfield. Howev er, in the 
nex t 40 y ears, the fair was held in 
l l 
different locations before 
the 
cap ital 
city 
was 
designated 
the 
p ermanent home for the fair. 
The p remiu ms for the first y ear 
totaled $9 44; by 1901 they amou nted 
to $34.(KH): 1930 saw them top $151,* 
OOO; and this y ear p remiu ms shou ld 
be more than $1 million. 
The hey day fo r o rganizing co un­ 
ty fairs was between 1852-58 when 
9 4 were established. 
The ro le o f state go v ernment in 
assisting fairs has increased since 
1872 when the Department o f Agri­ 
culture was fo rmed. 
Ex hibits bv y ou ng p eop le at the 
fair was started in 1899 . W. B. 
Otwell, Macou p in Cou nty , handed ou t 
high-grade seed to lx iv s and girls 
who raised it and showed the giain 
at the fair. 
The au tomobile, which has chan­ 
ged so mu ch the way we liv e, has 
been a boom to the fairs and has 
also p rov ided them wtih a challenge. 
The 
far-trav eling

with the fact that most p eop le liv e 
in u rban areas today has req u ired 
changes in fair ex hibits. 
They hav e mo re beco me co m­ 
bined agricultural and industrial

State School Op erating 
Fu nds Ov er $16 Million

SEOUL, Korea (TP)—Commu nist N orth Korea accu sed 
the United States today of “w ar p rov ocation p lots” in this 
div ided p eninsu la. It ignored the Red su icide sq u ad th a t 
slip p ed into Sou th Korea this week and k illed three U.S. 
soldiers. 


The Dix on State School has been 
notified by the Illinois Dep artment 
of Mental Health that its op erating 
bu dget for the nex t two y ears totals 
$16 ,822,16 3. 
This is a 23 p er cent increase ov er 
the 
institu tion's 
p rev iou s 
biennial 
ap p rop riation 
of 
$13,6 56 ,119 . 
The 
school had req u ested a 42 p er cent 
increase. 
The new bu dget, which break s 
down to $8,411,081 a y ear, cov ers the 
24-month p eriod which started Ju ly I. 
It is the school’s share of an ov er­ 
all mental health ap p rop riation of 
$251.9 million ap p rov ed last month 
by the General Assembly . The ov er­ 
all ap p rop riation amou nted to a 22 
p er cent increase. 
The bu dget will allow the school 
to sp end on the av erage, $4 61 a 
day for the care, treatment and 
training of indiv idu al p atients. The 
figu re for the p ast bienniu m was 
$3.74. 
Ex p lanations of the v ariou s ap p ro­ 
p riations within the bu dget follow: 


SALARIES — The allocation for 
salaries is $10,388,470. This is an 
increase of $1,887,710 ov er the p re­ 
v iou s ap p rop riation. W. R. Handy , 
the school’s assistant su p erintendent, 
calcu lates this will allow a merit 
salary increase—if the state grants 
one—for p resent emp loy es, and the 
hiring of abou t 45 additional work ers.

Chief Ho ugh said his men to o k 
plaster casts o f tire tracks made by 
the getaway car and were turning 
them o v er to the FBI.

Handy said. howev er, the increase 
granted has more meaning than the 
relativ ely small amou nt of hiring it 
mak es p ossible. It insu res the school 
will be able to maintain the in­ 
creased lev el of emp loy ment it has 
roached. He ex p lained it this way : 
Du ring the p ast twelv e months, the 
school has emp loy ed 188 additional 
work ers for a cu rrent total of 1.220. 
The p rojected p ay roll, therefore, al­ 
ready has risen to $9 ,737,808 for the 
new bu dgetary p eriod. 
The school, in effect, anticip ated 
the bu dget increase. It achiev ed this 
with a sp ecial p ersonnel grant from 
the state in December, and with 
some regu lar ap p rop riations accu ­ 
mu lated du ring the state’s sp ending 
“freeze.” 
School su p erintendent Dav id Edel- 
son described the p ersonnel ap p ro­ 
p riation as a “step in the right 
direction, bu t no more than that. It 
docs not meet the need.” Edelson 
rep eatedly has said more emp loy es— 
and higher salaries for p resent ones— 
are the k ey to imp rov ed care, train­ 
ing and treatment for p atients.

Has y ou r doctor tested y ou to ru le 
ou t diabetes lately ? lf not, it may be 
that y ou shou ld hav e a checku p . \ou 
may be su rp rised when he tells y ou 
that althou gh y ou may hav e a normal 
blood su gar and glu cose tolerance 
test, 
y ou will ev entu ally 
become 
diabetic. 
The fact that these tests, imp ortant 
as they are, do not ru le ou t a condi 
tion now known as p rediabetes also 
came as a su rp rise to y ou r doctor in 
recent months bu t it is tru e. If y ou 
do hav e p rediabetes, howev er, mu ch 
can be done to slow or ev en p rev ent 
fu rther p rogress of the disease. 


The 
now 
test 
that 
determines 
whether 
y ou 
hav e 
this 
condition 
differs from the old glu cose tolerance 
test in that for three day s before the 
test y ou mu st eat 300 grams of carbo 
hy drate daily and before the test y ou 
mu st take a dose of cortisone. I ho 
tolerance test is then p erformed and 
may show an insu lin deficiency that 
has not y et p rodu ced any abnormal­ 
ity in the standard test. 
Since diabetes is an inherited dis­ 
ease that is p resent from birth bu t 
may not become manifest u ntil late 
in adu lt life, not ev ery one is a likely 
su sp ect. The new test shou ld be re­ 
serv ed for p ersons with a history of 
diabetes in the family of either p ar­ 
ent; mothers who hav e had rep eated 
miscarriages, who hav e had still­ 
births. who p rodu ce babies that weigh 
ov er IU p ou nds, or who hav e mild 
diabetes du ring p regnancy that clears 
u p after deliv ery . 
Another grou p of su sp ects are 
p ersons who ha\e a normal stand­ 
ard glu cose tolerance test bu t who 
show early signs of retinitis, ne­ 
p hritis, neu ritis or arteriosclerosis. 
These conditions hav e long been 
recognized as comp lications of dia­ 
betes bu t it was not ap p reciated 
u ntil recently that they might occu r 
before su gar ap p ears in the u rine 
or the fasting blood su gar becomes 
elev ated and y et be p art of the 
same disease p rocess. 
lf y ou find y ou rself in one of these op p ose 
the

categories and if tests show that y ou rights p rogram, 
hav e this condition, y ou mu st be 
esp ecially carefu l not to allow y ou r­ 
self to become ov erweight.
